Jury returns verdict in favor 
of Wal-Mart over Elba couple

The lawsuit against Wal-Mart by 
an Elba couple is over, and this 
time the verdict was different - the 
jurors ruled in favor of the defen- 
dant. 

After almost two weeks of testi 
mony, the jury took approximately 
three hours to reach its verdict. In 
the previous trial, the jury took 
about an hour and a half to deter- 
mine the outcome, 

Tony and Ann Bowers of Elba 
had filed suit against the Enterprise 
Wal-Mart Supercenter claiming 
negligence on the part of the store 
in servicing their 1993 Cadillac 
DeVille. They claimed that an 
engine fire resulted after the vehi- 
cle had been taken to the Super 
center for an oil change 

It was Bowers® contention that 
the improper installation at the 
Enterprise store on October 28, 
1995, caused the fire that destroyed 
their car and one-story, three-bed 
room home 

Wal-Mart Stores Incorporated 
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attorneys argued that it was not at 
fault and that the fire that destroyed 
the car and home started in the 
car’s electrical panel. 

The Bowers’ won a $1! million 
verdict in a jury trial held in July of 
1998; however. in a 7-2 decision in 
October of 1999, the Alabama 
Supreme Court overturned that ver- 
dict and remanded the case back to 
the lower court for retrial 

The High Court ruled that the 
jury should not have considered 
Tony Bowers’ mental anguish claim 
because he was not at the home 
When the fire started, and “was not 
placed in any immediate risk of 
physical harm.” 

rhe whole verdict was struck 
down by the Court because the jury 
returned a general verdict with no 
indication as to what portion of the 
$1 million was for Bowers’ mental 
anguish 

\t the present time, there has 
been no indication that the attor 
neys for the Bowers will appeal the 
latest verdict

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Commission & Revenue Commissioner 
remain at odds on appraiser position

In Monday's bi-monthly meeting 
of the Coffee County Commission, 
the question was, “Will he hire a 
real property appraiser or will we?” 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns was asked to appear before 

*the commission and inform them, 
and the tax payers of Coffee Coun- 
ty, as to what his intentions were 
concerning the hiring of a new 
chief real property appraiser for the 
county 

The commission fired Angela 
Byrd, who was serving as the coun- 
ty’s chief real property appraiser, in 
its March 13 meeting. Ms. Byrd 
had been arrested by a Coffee 
County Sheriff's deputy on March 
| while driving a county-owned 
vehicle and charged with DUI. At 
the time of her arrest she wa given 
a drug test by representilives of the 
county and law enforcement. 

According to records in the cir 
cuits Clerk’s office in Enterprise, a 
report from Dr. H. Russell Cook 
stated that Ms. Byrd had tested pos 
itive for marijuana. The test for 
ethyl alcohol in her system was 
negative: however, blood test 
results listed the presence of the 
following drugs: methadone, 0.15 
mg/L; promethazine, <0.03 mg/L; 
hydrocodone, 0.13 mg/L: 
diazepam, 0.73 mg/L: nrdiazepam, 
0.13 mg/L: carisoprodol, 0.5 mg/L: 
meprobamate, 0.5 mg/L.; and 
acetaminphen, 11 mg/L 

Results of the urine test listed the 
following: methadone, promet- 
hazine, hydrocodone, nordiazepam, 
temazepam, carisoprodol, maproba 
mate, acetaminophen, and THC 
metabolite (marijuana)

In Monday’s meeting. Commis- 
sioner Robert Stephens asked Mr.

The Elba City School Board met 
Tuesday afternoon and named High 
School Principal Danny Weeks to 
be the new superintendent.

No indictment of McGrath-Love 
by grand jury in ethic investigation

A press release from the 12th 
Judicial Circuit District Attorney's 
Office last Friday stated that a 
grand jury which met on May 8 and 
9 had heard evidence in the case of 
Eva McGrath-Love concerning an 
investigation by the Alabama 
Ethics Commission and had 
returned a “no bill” in the matter. 

A prior grand jury had ordered 
the Alabama Ethics Commission to 
look into the discrepancy of funds 
in the Juvenile Probation Office 
(JPO) that occurred while 
McGrath-Love was chief juvenile 
probation officer. 

McGrath-Love was terminated 
from the JPO in November of 1998 
following her demotion as chief 
juvenile officer by District Judge 
Steven Blair, Judge Blair is respon- 
sible for the operation of the JPO. 

As a result of that termination, a 
$1.5 million lawsuit has been filed 


at the time of her dismissal, she 
was an employee of the county and 
was denied a grievance hearing fol- 
lowing her dismissal as a juvenile 
probation officer by Judge Blair. 

In an April 8th ruling by Mont- 
gomery Circuit Court Judge 
William R. Gordon, it was ruled 
that McGrath-Love was indeed an 
employee of the county; however, 
he further stated in his ruling that 
she did not follow the county's 
established procedure for a griev- 
ance hearing. 

The Coffee County Commission 
has asked the courts for a summary 
judgment based on the fact that 
McGrath-Love “failed to satisfy the 
necessary prerequisites for a griey- 
ance hearing.” It further contends 
that the lawsuit filed by McGrath- 
Love should be dismissed. 

A court date has been set for 
May 31 to hear the case and Judge 
Gordon will preside over the hear- 
ing in Courtroom B in the Enter-

Outdoors with Ben

Catching the 
“Bugle Nose” bass 


The splashing from the giant fish wallowing in the shallow water just 
off the point of a sandbar sounded like two men wrestling in the water, It 


made a run into the reeds in water that was so shallow the top half of the 
fish wts exposed. The big carp looked more like a pot-bellied pig with a 
dorsal tin than a fish 

A friend and I were bass fishing on the Alabama River near Jones Bluff 
When we encountered the feeding carp. We eased up to where they were 
feeding and threw a variety of artificials at them with no luck. “We need 
some sweet corn or dough balls to catch these carp, they ain’t gonna bite 
these plugs and worms,” said my triend 

We had started to leave when a bank fisherman motioned for us to come 
to him. * “I been seeing them carp feeding over there for two or three 
weeks, but | don’t fish from a boat. If you fellows will take some of my 
sweet corn, pul two or three kernels on a hook, you can catch them.” We 
took a handful of corn and thanked him, rigged our line for bait and slowly 
returned to the area where they were feeding, 

My friend caught a five pounder in short order, I hadn't had a bite so I 
decided to check my bait, As I raised the rod tip, it stopped suddenly, 
Thinking I was hung up I gave ita light jerk. The fish almost snatched the 
rod from my hand. It took off to deeper water and was stripping line at a 
rate that | would soon be down to the empty spool. I tightened the drag, 
but he kept stripping line. In desperation J gave the drag another turn, 
This slowed the fish momentarily, but it made a hard lunge and thel5 
pound test line sounded like a cut banjo suing when it snapped, 

Carp are generally considered trash fish in this country, but are sought 
after for sport and as a delicacy in Britain, Italy and other countries, Fish- 
ing for them in these countries has evolved into a near science similar to 
our bass fishing in the U.S, 

Heavy bass fishing tackle and light to medium saltwater tackle is ideal 
for fishing for carp. Choice of bait is limited only by your imagination, 
Canned sweet corn is a constant producer. Dog or cat food pellets are also 
good, Wet pellets slightly so they won't crumble and put them in a plastic 
bag.

\lways apply an amount of 
potassium that is equal to or higher 
than the amount 

of nitrogen. Increased potassium 
levels will increase the centipede- 
grass’ tolerance to stresses such as 
cold temperatures and drought. A 
good all-purpose fertilizer for cen- 
tipedegrass lawns is a 15-0-15 or 
18-0-18. These fertilizers do no 
contain any phosphorus. which 
may react with iron in the soil 

and render it unavailable. 

Soil tests should be performed 
every 2 to 3 years to determine 
lime, phosphorus, and potassium 
needs. This will help you maintain 
the soil pH at a favorable level (5.0 
to 5.8) for centipedegrass and also 
to maintain the phosphorus and 

potassium levels needed for 
healthy turfgrass growth. Too much 
lime or fertilizer can be harmful to 
centipedegrass. In particular, phos- 
phorus can build up and can bind 
with iron in the soil, making the 
iron unavailable to the centipede- 
One of the common prob- 
lems associated withcentipedegrass 
is a mottled yellowing called 
chlorosis, which is usually caused 
by this iron deficiency. This condi- 
tion is most sever where soil pH is 
high (greater than 6.5) or where 
there is excessive calcium or phos- 
phorus in the soil. Avoid overusing 
phosphorus-containing fertilizers 
unless the soil test results indicate a 
deficiency. 

Centipedegrass responds well to 
supplemental applications of iron. 
Chelated or ferrous sulfate iron can 
be applied evenly and easily using 
a hose-end applicator. Apply the 
ferrous sulfate iron at a rate of 2 
fluid ounces per 1,000 square feet 
of lawn area. Consult the label of 
chelated iron sources for use and 
rate recommendations,
